General Forrest's Sword. 


Among the Confederate relics sent 


from this city to the Tennessee Cen- 
tennial Exposition are the sword, 
sashes and pistol of General N. B. For- 
rest and other mementoes of the fa- 
mous Confederate chieftain. The sword 
may be considered the most famous 
blade of modern times, as with it its 
owner literally hewed his way to fame, 
starting his military career as a private 
and winning his way step by step to 
the rank of Lieutenant General of 
cavalry, the highest in the cavalry ser- 
vice. 
The sword, unlike most of those 


worn by military officers of high rank, 
was evidently intended for actual ser- 
vice and not merely as a part of the in- 
signia of rank. The blade is long and 
sharp, and bears upon its polished sur- 
face the marks of actual service. 


General Forrest's pistol, the one 


worn by him throughout the war. is a 
Colt's navy revolver of thirty-six cali- 
'ber. the ivory handle of which is dis- 
colored with age. 
Like its companion, 


the swcrd, it has seen much service 
and is responsible for many lives cut 
short in battle. 
Besides the cashes 


worn by tbe Confederate there is in 
this collection of Forrest relics the bul- 
let which was taken from the General 
after he was so severely wounded at 
the battle of Shiloh. All these relics, 
together with a tiny silken Confederate 
flag presented to General Forrest by 
some lady whose name is unknown to 
tbe surviving members of his family, 
are the property of his son. Captain 
William Forrest, who was with bis 
father from ibe age of fifteen years till 
tbe surrender two years later. ID ad- 
dition to »be military relics of General 
Forrest, there is bis pardoc from toe 
President of the United States. This 
is signed by William H. Seward. Secre- 
tary of State.—Memphis Scimitar.

Vaccination against typhoid fever 
seems to be an assured resource in the 
war on disease. 
Two professors con­ 
nected with the Army Medical school 
at Netley, England, have elaborated a 
process of antityphoid vaccination. 
Cultures of the bacilli are used in the 
process.

The South African colonists have got 


rid of their lions and elephants, but 
they have not yet been able to get the 
better of the baboons. A baboon, al- 
though somewhat like a dog, has all 
the misehievousness of a man. It is 
the ugliest animal in all creation. The 
Boers call him Adonis, and never des- 
ignate him under the official name that 
has been given to him by science. 


Now, 
this creature is the curse of the 


Cape Colony. 
He commits depreda- 


tions for the love of the thing. Any 
imprudent tomcat that ventures too far 
away from home is sure to lie captured 
and strangled for i'uu by n baboon. 
Nearly all the Angoras, the choicest 
and most costly animals imported by 
| the colonists, have been destroyed by 
these huge monkeys. Even the dogd 
share the same fate. 
The bravest ami 


most pugnacious of the English canine 
breeds are unable to cope ^ ith adver- 
saries armed with just as powerful 
jaws, and with the immense advantage 
of having four hands instead of foul- 
paws. With a dexterity that conspicu- 
ously exhibits his surgical aptitudes, 
the baboon bleeds his enemy in the 
throat, and in less than a minute the 
duel ends in the death of the dog. 


When the shepherd is au ay and the 


dog has been disposed of the nock is 
left without defence. 
Although the 


baboon generally feeds upon lizards 
and beetles, he does not despise a few 
mouthfuls of mutton, which he de- 
vours seated on the back of his living 
victim. 
Unfortunate are the goats 


and sheep that-are attacked by these 
eynocephali! 
When Adonis finds his 


appetite fully satisfied he enjoys at a 
little distance the contortions of his 
victim. He frequently attacks cows. 
but never attempts to get into close 
quarters with the bull. ,,The ostrich, 
thanks to its extraordinary speed, can 
easily get away from the baboon, but 
it is very much afraid of him, and im- 
mediately runs off on hearing his 
bark. It is noteworthy that nature 
has given to the baboon not only the 
head of a dog but also the voice' of a 
dog. 


One of the principal amusements of 


these big monkeys is to gambol around 
the wire fences that protect the tame 
ostriches just to terrify them. 
The 


panic among them is so great that they 
often break their legs in their -wild 
rushes. 
This is a pastime w hich the 


monkeys seem to enjoy hugelv. 
It is 


known that a broken leg for an ostrich 
means a death sentence. 


A baboon runs away from a man, 


but he has no fear of a woman. 


The Adonises travel in packs of 


about fifty or sixty. 
They always 


keep out of gun-shot range and watch 
for a chance to do mischief in the ab- 
sence of shepherds or guards. To get 
rid of the ugly marauders the colonist-; 
some time ago established poisoning 
clubs, which were subsidized by the 
British authorities. 
All the old poi- 


sons and the 
new discoveries * of 


chemistry were tried, but they proved 
worthless. 
A hungry panther 
or 


jackal might easily enough swallow a 
few grains of arsenic or a strychnine 
pill placed iu a piece of raw me'at, but 
a baboon is never deceived by so sim- 
ple a method. 


These animals are possessed of al- 


most human intelligence. It is impos- 
sible to get near them in the day time, 
and at nights diiriagtheir hours of re- 
pose they are always surrounded by a 
cordon of sentinels, whose vigilance is 
absolute. At the slightest, indication 
of the approach of an enemy, one of 
the sentinels yells out, "Yah hon! Yah 
hon!" 
And in aa iastaut the whole 


troop disappears. 


It is also noteworthy that the ba- 


boons never attempt to fly if the man 
who comes to trouble their repose is 
not armed with a gun. Although they 
exhibit, extraordinary power of meas- 
uring by instinct the average range of 
a rifle, and cautiously keep out of the 
way, they exhibit no fear whatever of 
cold steel. 
If they find themselves 


confronted by a settler with no means 
of defence except a hunter's knife, they 
send a shower of stones at him. and 
the lord of creation is obliged to retreat 
before a battalion of eynocephali that 
hurl projectiles at him while keeping 
at a distance, because a man. evea 
when he is beaten, never entirely loses 
his prestige among baboon.". 


It is in the darkness of tae'night 


that the Cape colonists prepare their 
war of revenge against these enemies 
whose depredations ruia ia a few mo- 
ments the most flourishing agricultural 
establishments. A baboon hunt re- 
sembles aa expedition Against a tribe 
of Basutos or Zuhjs. The farmers of 
a region infested by baboons com-

When tlie men are* 
at their post, they begin to march with' 
extreme slowness aad cantion, ma- 
fixeuvriss in a v.ay {,. force the cyao-1 lie/use* ives. 


cephali to close their ranks and move 
tow jird high ground, where they are 
accustomed to take refuge in case of 
danger. The movement to bring about 
their concentration requires prudenc« 
and caution. The animals must uot 
be alarmed too much. 


About midnight a dozen or so of 


horsemen arrive one by one at thv 
farm where they have agreed to nieei. 
After having partaken of souie of the 
substantial refreshments for which 
South African hospitality is, noted, the 
colonists sleep two or three hours, and 
then start out for their baboon hunt. 
They surround the hill where the fii- 
einy is collected. Each om> is separ- 
ated from his companion by ' an inter- 
val of about hundred metres, with 
the exception of two of the he^t shot* 
in the company, who climb to the sum- 
mit of the hill to cut off the retreat. 
These manoeuvres are executed in pro- 
found silence, and w hen each man i> 
in the place assigned to him. he h.is 
nothing more to do except to light hi* 
pipe and quieily wait for .sunrise.

about 4 o'clock the crackling of :t 
branch generally gives notice tlisit the 
animals are waking up. 
One of them 


advances cautiously to see if there i* 
anything suspicious in the horuon. 
After making about three i»rfourpnce-< 
he receives :i bullet which sends him 
bounding- into the air with aa aliai-st 
human cry. Then the rest appear, and 
the hunter.-, blaze away. Few of the 
enemy escape. The hunters then ad- 
vance, but instead of taking scalps tney 
cut oft" tails, which furnish tl:e evi- 
dence of their prowess and entitle 
them to the reward fixed by the Go\ - 
eminent. 
Each tail is worth about 


seventy-Jive cents. 


An old Boer, on being asked if he 


was satisfied w ith a recent hunt, re- 
plied: 


"Perfectly. We had splendid sport. 


We killed forty monkeys aad two 
men!" 


That gives one an idea of the dan- 


gers incurred iu the pastime. 
These 


unfortunate accidents cannot be at- 
tributed to any want of skill in the use 
of the rifle. 'A true Afrikander, as 
each colonist of the the Cape-, of the 
Orange State and of the Transvaal 
calls himself, never misses a shot, but.

A .WHOPPER OF A WHEEL. 


Seven Men landing; 011 OKI- Another'* 


Head to lleacli It. Top. 


The largest fly.vheel in this coiuitrv 


used for mechanical purposes is forty 
feet in diameter and weighs 192,000 
pounds. It v. ouid take seven men of 
average height standing oa each oth- 
er's, heads t-j reach the top of the 
wheel. Four hundred horse-power is 
required to mcne this monster. When 
the full pov.-er is on. a point upon the 
circumference of the weeel travels at 
the rate of live and one-third miles 
every minute. 


The wheel iu question is a part of 


the enormous plant of the Ohio Steel 
Company, at Youagstown. ia the Buck- 
eye State. a:ui wa? built by William 
Tod &• Co.. of the same place' 
It is of 


cast iron, the riui being three-inch, 
thick plates bolted together. 
The en- 


gine driving this wheel ha<5 a cylinder 
measuring forty-six inches in diameter 
and sixty inche* in length. 


This engine is one of three used to 


generate the power required to mill 
steel. 
The other two have fly wheels 


weighing only ] 44.000 pounds each. 
Ia addition there are a number of 
smaller engines, the total horse-power 
of which aggregates the respectable 
total of 3200. 


The Ohio Steel Company's works are 


considered the largest and most com- 
plete iu this country, and cost S-3,000,- 
000 to construct. 
The money needed 


was furnished by the descendants of 
the late Governor Tod. of Ohio, and 
by other Ohioaa capitalists, including 
Senator Mark Hanua. 


The output of the plant is about 2,- 


000 tons of steel rails and billets a day. 
It requires 200 tons of coke. 200 tons 
of coal, fifty tou« of limestone aad 
about 2000 tons of pig iron every 
twenty-four hour.". 


Fifteen hundred men are employed 


there, the payroll being abo-.it 375.000 
a mouth. 
Most of the men live iu cot- 


tages near or on the work grounds. 


One of tiie most interesting features 


is the automatic coal feeder. 
By 


means of this uu stokers are needed, 
the coal beiajj brought to the furnace* 
and fed regnlarir by machinery.

this way one man caa attend to all the 
l«enty l>oiSers.—New York Journal.

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IMPRESSIONS FROM A CAR 


WINDOW. 


EDITOR ITJEM :—On Monday morning 


(June 28th) we took the 9:06 train of the 
W. M. at New Oxford and arrived at 
York at 10:25, at which point we were 
met by Rev. Samuel A. Diehl and wife, 
of Westminster. This place we consid- 
ered the starting point of oar trip to San 
Francisco. 


My first impression through the car 


window between New Oxford and Yoik 
was the ripening grain fields. Accord- 
ing to indications the grain crop will be 
excellent. 
I noticed several fields on 
shock. 


We left York at 10:30 for Harrisburg— 


the Capital of our great State. Having 
but 15 to 20 minutes here, we have little 
time to note anything but an unusual 
bustle and confusion m and around the 
depot. We met at this point a number 
of persons en route to California, from 
York and Carlisle. At 12 our train pull- 
ed out of the station for Pittsburg—the 
City of Smoke and the iron industry. 
The grass, grain and corn crops west of 
Harrisburg are about as fully developed, 
as far as yield and maturity are concern- 
ed, as are the crops between New Oxford 
and York. 


The Penn'a R. R. from Harrisburg to 


Pittsburg passes through an almost un- 
broken stretch of mountain and valley 
scenery. Before reaching the coal region 
we find fertile valleys with clear, cooling 
streams corn sing through them lying be- 
tween bold and rugged hills. These hills 
along which the Peun'a passes for miles, 
are a continuation of our own Blue Ridge. 


Our first stop out from Harrisburg was 


Huntingdon, with a population of 7,000 
energetic, hustling citizens. 
At this 


place Rev. D. and myself had a two min- 
utes' walk on the platform. This little 
diversion was a relief we appreciated. 
While on the platform we counted the 
coaches in our train and the number to 
be 12, and all filled with "the darkness of 
midnight." Right here our train enter- 
ed a tunnel probably 300 yards long, 
leaving us in an unpenetrable gloom. 
We however soon emerged out of dark- 
ness to light again, and our next stop 
was Tyrone—a small city nestling among 
the foothills of the apparently never end- 
ing Blue Ridge, containing a population 
of 6,000. A half-hour's run brought us 
to Altoona. Here we had a rest of five 
minutes. This city is made up o'f 45,000 
active, industrious citizens, many of 
whom are engaged in manufacturing en- 
terprises. Looking out in any direction 
from the station our visions would en- 
counter tall, brick smoke stacks emitting 
heavy volumes of dense black smoke—an 
index to the kind and magnitude1 of busi- 
ness carried on in the city. 


The distance from Altoona to Pitts-^ 


burg is 117 miles. Our traiiron-arriving 
at Altoona was changed from a single to 
a double header in order to successfully 
cope with the heavy grades encountered 
during our passage over the mountains. 
A run of 15 minutes brought us to the 
famous horse shoe curve. The enclosure 
of the bend is utilized as a basin in which 
millions of gallons of pure, limpid moun- 
tain water is stored to supply Altoona. 
To describe the grandeur of the scenery 
at this point would require too much 
space in your valuable paper—I will con- 
tent myself by saying that it is worth go- 
ing to see. Galhtzen and Cresson were 
the next stopping places—small towns, 
probably the size of New Oxford and 
Hanover.* Between these two towns is a 
tunnel of two minutes' ride- South 
Fork was the next stop, after which came 
Johnstown—tbe place that will go down 
in history to the end. No traces of the 
flood are noticeable to-day—new houses 
have taken the place of those washed 
down the valley and afterward burned, 
and new faces and forms fill the homes 
and streets of Johnstown brought to life. 
The once dismantled and washed out 
Cambria Iron Works are grim and black 
with the smoke of its active industry. 


Johnstown is its wonted self again, 


except the heartaches of the many who 
lost their all in the most memorable and 
appalling catastrophe of modern times. 


Latrobe with its coke furnaces—some 


idle, others in full blast—was the next 
stopping place of any note. This town 
is somewhat scattered and contains, as 
near as I could judge, three or four 
thousand inhabitants. A few miles fur- 
ther on we passed through another tun- 
nel . 


Greensburg, 31 miles east of Pittsburg, 


is built on many hills, with a population 
of about 16,000, was our next hold up, 
and Jeanette, about the size of Hanover, 
was the next to follow. 
We passed 


Wilbcrzin, an apparently thriving town 
with some handsome and substantial 
buildings, and from this place we had a 
regular panorama of furnace plants with 
their smoky villages and towns of em- 
ployees, clean into the great Iron City. 


To say that we here met energy, push, 


enterprise and hustle would be putting 
it mildly. It was confusion utterly con- 
founded. Such a rush and jostling of 
eager and anxious people—most of them 
tourists to California and other points 
west—I never saw before. I have seen 
a great deal of hurry and snap about the 
great stations of New York, Philadel- 
phia and other railroad centers, but nev- 
er anythinc to equal the confusion I wit 
ncsscd at Pittsburg on the evening of 
Juue3StJi. 


We left the city at 8 o'clock p. m., and 


got to Chicago at 0 o'clock next moraine 
(western time). The greater portion of 
our trip to this point was passed over 
during the night; we were, however, 
awake to sec the home of President Mc- 
Kiuley by gaslight. The train made a 
short stop here. We passed through 
Warsaw, Ind , ihis morning (29th) at 6 
o'clock. E. F. Dichl, our brother-in-law, 
Jives but a few miles from this the conn- 
1y scat of Kosciusko county.

Front Chicago to 'Denver. 


LETTER II. 


The first to be noticed by us on ap- 


proaching the great city of Chicago were 
the many hundreds of stationed oil tanks 
to supply the city. These tanks, on ac- 
count of the disagreeable odor and the 
danger of fire, are not allowed in the city 
limits. In the same view came Lake 
Michigan with its forest of masts along 
the harbor. 
Just before entering the 


city proper the grounds upon which the 
World's Fair buildings were located 
came into view. At first we saw but 
straggling, delapidated houses, with here 
and there a business place; then more 
business, and finally all business, and by 
the tune we reach Union Station we fully 
realize what have often been told—that 
Chicago is a large and busy city. We 
spent four hours sight seeing—part of 
the time on street cars riding through a 
number of the principal business streets, 
and finished up with a visit to Lincoln 
Park. 


Our train, made up of 12 or 15 coaches, 


left for Denver at 5.50 p.m. I awoke 
at 4 o'clock Wednesday morning and 
found that we were passing through the 
central portion of Iowa (east to west). 
This part of the State is heavy rolling 
land with corn, grain and grass crops 
not to be compared to the crops between 
New Oxford and Harrisburg. We pass- 
ed through hundreds of acres of unprofit- 
able land, but made up for it before leav- 
ing the State. Iowa certainly has some 
fine farming land in the western part, 
farm buildings however are not only in- 
ferior but few and far between. 


We crossed the Mississippi river about 


2 o'clock on Tuesday night and arrived 
in Omaha Wednesday morning at 9 o'- 
clock. Here we stopped probably half 
an hour, when, with our train divided 
into two sections we started on our way 
westward to Denver. 


Any of my readers who may know 


what kind of land and farming they have 
and do in Lancaster and York counties, 
can form an opinion as to production 
and skill manifested in Nebraska. 
It 


was decidedly the finest farming country 
we passed through west of York county's 
best l:uiil*. Foi m'les 011 either side of 
our fast-moving train Held after field 
(large ones at that) of corn, wheat and 
oats could be seen. This fine prospect 
of mother earth's productiveness contin- 
ued for many miles. One serious draw- 
back, however, are the withering hot 
winds that every few years sweep over 
the fertile fields of Nebraska, doing great 
damage to crops. One of the sights 
along the road, for "at least one hundred 
miles, were the great numbers of long 
and wide corn cribs filled to overflowing 
with last year's crop. Usually three or 
four of these monster cribs were to be 
found at nearly all the stations. Our 
first stopping place of note out of Omaha 
was Lincoln the Capital of the State, and 
the home of Win. j. Bryan.

hotly pursued by an angry bull, laud- 
ing in a narrow alley that separates 
the fence from the first row of seats. 
The arena is 200 feet in diameter, and 
the floor is of sand, packed hard. 
Baek of the alley twenty tires of plunk 
seats rise up. 
Above -these are the 


boxes, furnished with chairs, crowded 
closely together1. Facing the arena ou 
the first tier of seats is the private box 
of the referee aud his bugler, and near 
by is the band stand. The amphithe- 
atre will seat 10,000 people. The ad- 
mission range" from twenty-five cents, 
to $2, seats, on the sunny side of the 
ring costing just one-half a^ much as 
'those in the shade. 
A box costs from 


$8 to $-20, and will 'hold from four to 
ten people. 


The fights begiu-'at 3 o'clock aud 


end at

. Mexican peons are poor, but none of 


them .i*. so. poor that he cannot dig up 
money enough ut least every other Sun- 
day to bny-a ticket for the bull fight.

The 
well-to-do aud 


fashionables occupy the boxes, and 
there is always a liberal sprinkling of 
foreigners in the crowd. 


Twenty minutes before 3 o'clock 


.the band arrived and was welcomed

a prolonged cheer from the j 


bleachers. 
The leader arose and

acknowledgments, and 


then the band struck up a quickstep. 
Then came the referee, and he was 
cheered, too. 
The referee is a Gov- 


ernment or State official, and has 
charge of the performance. 
It is his 


duty to see that the bulls have a fail- 
show, to impose fines if members of 
the troupe do not put up a good fight, 
and to act as master of ceremonies. 
The sport is governed by as stringent 
rules as prize fighting. One rule is 
that the bull must always be attacked 
from the front, never from the rear or 
side.

After the capeadors have taunted 


the bull they retire and the picadors 
advance on horseback. 
The horses, 


with the right 
eye blindfolded, go 


forward to almost certain death. 
The 


picador swings a long lance in his. 
right hand and grasps the reins iu his 
left. 
The point of the lance is sharp 


enough to irritate the bull bnt not 
sharp enough to inflict injury. 
The 


time to injure the bull has not arrived. 
The picador advances to the centre of 
.the arena and awaits the charge. As 
the bellowing black mass rushes for- 
ward with head lowered the picador 
tries to repulse him by pressing the 
lance against his ue.'k and head. Three 
times the picador must repulse the 
bull if he follows the rules. 
But the 


advantage of strength, momentum and 
weight is with the bull, aad often at 
the first charge he knocks down the 
horse and throws the rider to the 
ground. 
Instantly the eapeadors sur- 


round the bull and attract his attention 
while the picador extricates himself 
from under the fallen horse.

A stream of blood spurts over the ani- 
mal's back. .His rush is cheeked aud 
lie comes to a sudden stop.

hats, canes and adobe dollars are 
showered into the arena by the excited 
admirers of the matador. He bows 
hi5' thanks. 
The bull totters, falls to 


his knees and buries his nose in the 
sand. 
An attendant runs up 
and 


buries the point of a dagger deep in 
the bull's brain. 
As the attendants 


hand the hats and canes to the excited 
people on tlie plank seats the bugle 
sounds again. The three white mules 
are driven in. A rope is fastened 
about the lioriis of the dead bull and 
he is drawn out. The spectators wait 
impatiently for the next. 


Six times was this performance re- 


peated during the afternoon. 
When 


six bulls are dead the game is over for 
the day. 
There are cowards among 


bulls as well as men. The second bull 
that entered promptly jumped the 
fence, and could not be induced to 
fight. 
The bleachers were disgusted, 


ami shouted their taunts loudly, hurl- 
ing all kinds of epithets at the coward- 
ly animal. The referee heeded their 
cries, and ordered the bull returned to 
a pen. 
Thi.s was accomplished by let- 


ting iu three spotted steers with "bells 
fastened to their necks. When they j 
turned to gu out the bull meekly fol- 
lowed them. 


The third bull trotted in with the 


majestic air of a lion, his tail swung to 
one side. 
He was a big black fellow 


with magnificent horns and full of 
fight. 
He killed two horses in less 


than three minutes, and almost killed 
two capeador.-.. They escaped death 
by a miracle. When the matador drove 
Ills sword into this bull he missed the 
heart, and the point of the blade 
emerged from the animal's body sev- 
eral inches, just back of the foreleg. 
Catcalls and shouts of derision greeted 
ihe failure of the matador, but he re- 
deemed himself. 
Deftly he recovered 


hi.s sword, and at the' next attempt 
drove the blade iu to the hilt, piercin^- 
heart. 
The Mexican bleachers love 


blood aud skill; they want no falsa 
moves. 


The greatest Mexican bull fighter is 


Pouciauo Diaz, and he is the most 
popular man in Mexico with the masses. 
Some of the feats he performs are won- 
derful. 
He will stand in. the centre of 


the arena, sword iu hand, and await 
the approach of the bull. By a deft 
movement he places his feet'between 
the bull's horns, drives his blade into 
the bull's heart, and withdraws it so 
quicklythat there is not a stain left on 
the silk handkerchief he draws the 
blade through. 
He is the personifica- 


tion of all that is great to the people. 


There were six bulls and eight horses 


killed the afternoon the writer visited 
the Plaza de Toris, and his only regret 
was that he did not see a bull fighter 
gored. 


If the troupes do not give a good per- 


formance the referee imposes a fine of 
from $100 to $250, which goes to the 
city treasury. 
The bulls are bred on 


purpose for the sport, and the original 
stock came from Spain. The matadors 
receive large salaries and a great deal 
of homage. 
The troupes ride from 


their hotel to the bull ring in open car- 
riages aud are saluted all along the 
route. 
A troupe of Spanish bull fight- 


ers once cauie to Mexico aud received 
$180,000 for eighteen exhibitions. Bull 
fighting is a scientific sport and not a 
hit-and-miss game. 
It is also very 


dangerous work. At Durango, on the 
afternoon the writer saw the fight iu 
the City of Mexico, four performers lost 
their lives, two of them being killed by 
the same hull. At another fight the 
same day a bull tossed a man thirty 
feet is th«» air. killing him instantly. 
S::ch a-vi.'eais are wildly cheered by 
the crowd, and the bull gets credit for 
taking the opportunity.—New York 
Snu.

At Durango, on the 
afternoon the writer saw the fight in 
theCityof Mexico, four performers lost 
their lives, two of them being killed by 
the same bull.

same day a bull tossed a man thirty 
feet in the air, killing him instantly. 
Such accidents are wildly cheered by 
the crowd, and the bull gets credit for 
taking the opportunity,—New York 
Sun.

pecuniary reward I have received for 
all my exertion in adapting steam to 
navigation.

It is cspe* 
cVally w ell shown in the horsemen on 
the frieze of* the Parthenon.

Bonds, beJts and fillets were much 
worn. 
Men and women wound fillets 
around their heads. 
Women wore, of­ 
ten under their c*hilton, a breast hand 
adjusted below the bosoon, not to com- 
preas the form, but to protect 1be or­ 
gans, 
Indeed, there w as no tempta­ 
tion to co-mpiVKs tbe waist, the flowing 
drape«ry Willing the w aist. 
The band 
wliloh confined t»lie short, or caught up 
the long chiton, w as also of cloth, but 
the outer belt, holding in the loose 
folds of the upper j*art of the long chi­ 
ton, w as often of gold enriched with 
Jewels, and alw ays beautifully adorn* 
ed. 


Great care w as taken of the hair; in­ 
deed, a mysterious virtue w as suppos­ 
ed to lie in the locks, whit*h, carefully 
washed and perfumed, w ere one of 
the bodily graces of the Greek. Women 
often 
wore 
elaborate 
head-dresses: 
many were revived in the latter part 
of the Eighteenth century and the first 
of the Nineteen/th. 
Out of doors the 
bead w as covered either by folds of 
the peplos brought over the head and 
around the throat, or by a separate 
veil, sometimes thick, sometimes thin,

There was one little incident in Rob­ 
ert Fulton’s life about which few peo* 
pie know and which Fulton never for­ 
got 
It took place shortly before tho 
return trip of his famous boat's voy* 
age by steam up the Hudson river. At 
the time all Albany flocked 
to the 
wharf, Kays Harper’s Hound 
Table, 
which relates the story, to 
see 
the 
strange craft, but #*> timorous were 
they that few cared to boord her. One 
gentleman, however, not only boarded 
her, but sought out Fulton, whom he 
found in the cnbin, and the following 
conversation took place: 


This is Mr, Pulton, I presume?” 
Yes, sir.'* 


“Do you return to N ew York with 
thte boat?” 


“We «shall l.ry io gcrf back, sir,” 
“Have you any objection to my re­ 
tu rn in g with you?” 


“If you wish to take the chances with 
us, sir, I have no objection.” 


“What is the fare?” 
«.After a moment’s hesitation, Fulton 
replied, “Six dollars.” 
And when that 
a/mount was laid in his hand he gaz(>d 
at it a long time, and two big tears 
rolled down his checks. 
Turning to 
the passenger, he said: 


“Excuse me, sir, but this is the first 
pecuniary reward I have received for 
all my exertion in adapting steam to 
navigation. I would gladly comme*mo 
rate the occasion with a little dinner, 
but 1 am too poor now even for th at 
If we meet again, I trust it will not be 
the case.” 


As history relates, the voyage termi­ 
nated suceesstfully. 
Four years later 
Fulton was sitting in the cabin of the 
Clermont, then called the North River, 
when a gentleman 
entered. 
Fulton 
glanced at him. and then sprang up 
and gladly shook bis hand. 
It w as his 
first passenger, and over a pleasant lit­ 
tle dinner Fulton entertained his guest 
with the history of his succe.se, and 
ended wit.h vsaying that the first actual 
recognition of his usefulness to his fel- 
low-men was the $G paid to him by his 
first passenger.

IjOW WAGON WHEELS FROM XiOGS. 


Seleofc a log of tho desired size from 
a gum sycamore, or any other hard 
timber that does not split readily, 
writes G. M. Davis/of Way no County, 
^linois. 
Saw off the wheels, making 
them the desired thickness. 
Then 
take out the spokes from an old wagon 
wheel, square the hub, and fit into the 
center of the log wheel. 
The wheel is 
then completed and will last many 
years on farms, or oven for tho road, 
if well taken care of. 
Mnny of these 
are in use in this vicinity, and are 
quite 
satisfactory. —American Agri­ 
culturist. 


WHEAT HAY FOR COWS. 


Wheat hay is not a good feed for 
dairy cows. 
There aro somo other 
kinds of fodder which are much better, 
as oats and peas, which will grow 
where wheat will. 
Corn is an excel­ 
lent fodder, especially when made in­ 
to silage. 
Millet grows well in dry, 
hot localities, and 
wheat 
grain, 
ground, for the cows, will make an ex­ 
cellent addition to these fodders, with 
sugar beets or mangels. 
Thus, there 
will be no scarcity of crops to take 
the place of wheat. 
A silo should be 
one-fourih deeper than its diameter— 
thus, if it is twelve feet square, it 
should be fifteen or sixteen feet deep, 
and, in fact, tho deeper it is the bet­ 
ter all round, as the silage packs more 
solidly, and this makes it keep better. 
Thus, the depth is a matter of con­ 
venience mostly—the greater the bet­ 
ter—but it should not be less than the 
limit above mentioned. 
Cora is cut 
for silage when tho grain is glazed.— 
New York Times. 


tant points provision must be made 
for feeding and watering in transit. 
At tho beginning of their journey 
they should be fed lightly, as over­ 
feeding at such time mnkes tho birds 
sick rind dumpish and unfit for the fa­ 
tigue of travel. 
After the first day or 
two, when tho poultry have become 
accustomed to their new quarters, the 
supply of food should be increased. 
All these things should be considered 
nnd every care exercised to have the 
birds arrive in the bost possible con 
dition, so that they may sell readily at 
the highest prices.

who does not get tho best market 
price for his stock should cousidei 
seriously whore the fault really lies* 
—New York World. 


VAI/0E OF CORN. 


Considerable difference of opinion 
exists among Jfarmers as to the num­ 
ber of pounds of pork that can be 
made from a bushel of corn. 
The es­ 
timates run all the way from three to 
twelve pounds. 
The amount depends 
upon the kind of stock, the weather, 
the skill of the feeder and other con­ 
ditions. 
Breeds, too, differ in this 
respect, 
some 
showing 
somewhat 
greater gains than others, but all the 
improved varieties respond more read­ 
ily than tho scrub. 
It is impossible, 
therefore, to lay down any regular 
rule by which to find the pork equiva­ 
lent *of a bushel of corn. 
We are 
able only to determine the approxi­ 
mate value.' 


In some experiments recently made 
in this direction it was found that 
thoroughbred ipigs required 
nearly 
one thousand pounds of meal to carry 
them from 100 pounds to 300 pounds 
in a growing condition and without 
making them too fat. 
Greater gains 
can be made, however, with pigs un­ 
der 100 pounds, the smaller the ani­ 
mal the less amount of food being re­ 
quired to support its weight while 
making the gain.—New York World.

GRAJDKTG ABOTJT BUILDINGS. 


There Js no better time to^do this 
work than in the fall, and there are 
few buildings that would not be the 
better for more or less work of this 
kind. 
At soma points, perhaps only 
a wheelbarrow load or two may be 
needed, while at others several wagon 
loads may be required. 
For the ben­ 
efit of the foundation walls, the grade 
should be at least three inches to the 
foot for at least five or eix feet, es]3e- 
ciaily if there is a cellar located under 
the structure. 
It not only looks bet­ 
t e r , but makes the cellar walls firmer, 
prevents water from soaking into the 
cellar, and renders it warmer in win* 
ter and cooler in summer. 
The earth 
used for the surface of the grade should 
be woll enriched, and either sodded 
over now or grass seed sown and well 
raked in. About the doors of the barn 
buildings use stiff clay or gravel, and 
stones two or three inches in diameter 
should be placed on the surface and 
driven into the soil with a sledge and 
covered with two inches of soil. Every 
year again cover tho stones that be­ 
come exposed. —American Agricultur­ 
ist. 


KINDS OF TREES FOR 


Those who wish to plant trees oiten 
ask what kinds of trees are the besb to 
be planted and the most likely to give 
general satisfaction as shade and orna­ 
mental trees« 


Here, as in almost everything else, 
tastes differ, but we think we are safe 
in saying always plant native trees if 
you wish your work to be permanent 
and approved by posterity; for tree 
planting should have the blessing' of 
those who come after us. 
We have 
such an abundauco of beautiful native 
trees that we can have large room for 
selection. Our sugars and hard maples, 
our tulip tree and our elms, our lin­ 
dens and our sycamore, all make*good 
shade tree3 in soils well adopted to 
them, in the Middle and Northern 
States. 
For general purposes as beau­ 
tiful shado trees we would prefer the 
sugars and elms and the tulip tree, 
which is very beautiful tree and a 
rapid grower if it has a fair chance. 
The ash trees make a fine growth in 
an open space, and for roadside shade 
we confess a liking to the black wal­ 
nut, as well as to the white walnut or 
butternut, which is a very attractive 
tree and a rapid grower, but these last 
must be giuwn from the nut, as trans­ 
planting unless quite small is scarcely 
ever successful. 
To these may be 
added our evergreen?, which may be 
selected according to the tasfce of the 
planter for the climate in which he 
lives. 
W’e have omitted an elegant 
and favorite tree, 
“ tho magnolia,” 
which is beautifully ornamented when 
the climate is not too severe. 
There 
are so many other native trees, especi­ 
ally in the Southern States, which can 
be selected that we have only yet to 
say, do not plant “ foreign trees,” un- 
lees for mere curiosity, and do not 
plant trees which produce a litter 
around your premises for half the 
summer, or such as send their roots to 
the surface for forty feet around them, 
from which myriads of sprouts are 
sent up to annoy you. 


When you are ready to plant, which 
should be done without delay, deter­ 
mine just what you want to do, and 
do it well, and yon yourself will liave 
increased happiness and your children 
will rise up and call you blessed. 


It is surprising to us that Georgians 
should plant china trees and white 
mulberry trees, both being pests, 
when they have such beautiful native 
growths as our tulipefera, or swamp 
poplar, or our linden or sycamore or 
even our swamp or native silver pop­ 
lar, which is so far superior to the im­ 
ported varieties. 


The tulip trees and our native oaks 
are the finest shade trees in the world. 
Our native elms and maples are fiujje- 
rior to any imported varieties, and 
our sycamores are not only oxoellent 
shade trees but are among the best 
lightning rods ever furnished by art 
or nature. 


Farmers, let us plant our home trees. 
—Atlanta Journal.

SHIPPING LIVE POULTRY. 


Country shippers ought to pay more 
attention to the condition of their 
coops before using. 
Considerable 
stock is lost by shipping in worn out 
coops which come apart in transit if 
roughly handled, as sometimes hap­ 
pens, 
Every coop should be carefully 
examined, aud all bottoms and cleats 
securely nailed. 
The coops should be 
strong, but light; heavy wood is un­ 
necessary if long nails are used. They 
should not be so largo as to render 
handling difficult. 


The cooj)s should be high enough to 
allow the poultry to ptand easily up­ 
right, and should not be overcrowded. 
Too close packing and too low coops 
are cruel and cause loss by sufiooation. 
Hens and roosters should be shipped 
separately whenever possible. 
All 
poultry for the New York market 
should be well fattened, and should be 
fed lightly before being placed in the 
coop, if it reach its destination the 
day after shipping, as the New York 
law requires that the crop be entirely 
empty before killing. From moro dia-

use manure, aud seldom resort to the 
use of fertilizers. 
They cannot pro­ 
duce sufficient manure for a large 
farm and manure one field a year. 
The plan is excellent, but they loso 
time by not using fertilizers on those 
fields where no manure has been ap­ 
plied. 


Those who keep but one cow and 
save the cream until a sufficiency has 
accumulated for a churning will not 
succeed in making choice butter, as it 
is a mistake to mix the old and new 
cream, 
This is a fact that is fre­ 
quently overlooked, and has been the 
cause of more failures than anything 
elee. 


The Prussian thistle has moved a 
little closer to the East, and it is 
simply a matter of time when it will 
be established on the Atlantic coast. 
The railroad cars bring the seeds and 
scatter them along the lines. 
Good 
cultivation destroys it. 
It is not as 
severe a pest as the gipsy moth or the 
potato beetle. 


With many farmers the most serious 
problem of life is to get out of debt. 
The only way to solve it is either to 
keep down the expenses or to increase 
the income, or, if possible, both. The 
danger is that in endeavoring to in­ 
crease the income expenses are in ­ 
creased to a point that leaves no profit 
and the debt is as far from being paid 
m ever.

A Story o f Insurance, 


Twenty years ago Joseph S. Dietz, 
of Hellom township, insured the life 
of Joseph Dietz, his fathei, in the sum 
of $4,000 in the U. B. Mutual Aid 
Society, of Lebanon, Pa. 
The son 
paid the oft-recurring dues until his 
funds gave out and then he began to 
mortgage. 
When the credit on his 
property was exhausted the father aid­ 
ed him in the payment of the rapidly 
accruing assessments by bailing him 
on judgment notes. 
The result was 
that father and son both failed, and 
the main inducing cause of the failures 
was the life insurance. 


Joseph Dieiz finally died over a 
year ago, and the assessments then 
paid on the $4,000 insurance amount* 
ed to between $8,000 and $9,000. 
The bankrupt son at last had hopes of 
securing at least the face of the policy. 
He was told by the officers of the in­ 
surance company that he would be 
disappointed, but that it would take a 
year in which tocollcctthe assessments 
from the surviving members. 
A few 
weeks ago the attorney of the company 
appeared in York, and stated that 
their insured “ died off like flies,” and 
that they had been able to collect on­ 
ly about fifty per cent. 011 the policy, 
but as they had a surplus fund, they 
would trench on that, and were will­ 
ing to pay $2,684.00 in satisfaction of 
the $4,000 insurance. 
Believing the 
company was in a shaky condition, in 
view of the statements made, the offer 
was accepted. 
Thus was jealized 
about one third of the over $8.000 
paid as assessments, not including the 
interest on the l&ltei. 
Fuither com­ 
ment is unnecessary, except that Mr. 
Dietz is but one of the many hundieds 
who have suffered from risky life in 
surance.— York Daily.

W H A T A CORRESPONDENT S A W I N 
V E N E Z U E L A ' S CAPITAIi. 


Nearly 
Kverybody 
Goos 
Armed— 
A Well-Manaffod HoapItaWriny 
Hack Iloraes—The "Doa: Boy,»> 


OMPARATIVELY few of the 
( 
men here ever venture into the 
street unarmed, writes a Cara- 
cas correspondent of the New 
Tork Herald. 
There are laws pro- 
hibiting the carrying of concealed 
weapons, but they are never observed. 
One of the professors in the university 
here assures me that he is convinced 
that every ono of the students who 
attends his lectures has a revolver in 
his hip pocket. 
Weapons are often 
worn as much for ornaments as for 
protection or aggression. 
The cabal- 
lero with silver spurs and gay trap- 
pings who prances about on a frisky 
mule or Peruvian horse is not fully 
equipped without a brace of revolvers. 
The humbler fellows who trudge the 
country lanes afoot or on burros' 
hacks take special pride in the knives 
they carry in fancy sheaths at their 
waists, and which are equally avail- 
able for cutting food or enemies. The 
far famed machete is so long that the 
most convenient way to carry it is in 
the hand. 
It is the most terrible 
weapon in war and is used for every 
possible purpose in times of peace, 
opening virgin forests, cutting down 
trees, digging and building. 


Human life is held very cheap in 
Venezuela, except by the law of the 
land in dealing with murderers. There 
is no capital punishment here, and a 
man who is caught red-handed in 
crime 
knows 
that 
the 
heaviest 
sentence that could be imposed on 
him is ten years' imprisonment. 
The 
worst cases, I am told, are sent to a 
prison in the marshy districts near 
the western frontier, where the man 
who survives his term is ai^henomenon, 
and where two years is as much as 
most men can endure. 
Stabbing and 
shooting affrays are very common and 
rarely receive more attention 
than 
half a dozen lines in the local papers, 
in which sympathy is e3.pressed for 
the relatives of the deceased. 


The proportion of men that one 
sees in the streets of Caracas who are 
minus an arm or a le^ is greater by 
far than it was in the United States at 
the close of the Civil War. 
Com- 
paratively few of the cripples here 
were maimed in battle during the 
revolutions, most of them having been 
hurt in private brawls. 


The Vargas Hospital, in Caracas, is 
a large institution, admirably located 
on a hillside and excellently managed. 
No public building in Venezuela is 
complete without a statue^, and as one 
enters the main door of tiie hospital 
one sees in the central patio a statue 
of Vargas, who was, I believe. Presi- 
dent of the Eepublic at the time the 
hospital was founded. 
There are ten 
wards for women, all opening on a 
long courtyard to the lefc of the en- 
trance, and as many for men on the 
other side. 


The tiny hack horses of Caracas are 
mainly skin and bones, and the driv- 
ers, like their prototypes all over the 
world, show them very little consider- 
ation. 
Besides the little native horses 
one sees in the streets many Peruvian 
horses, which are one size larger and 
are excellent for riding, and big Amer- 
ican horses in swell carriages. Burros 
iar outnumber the horses, and mules 
are very common. 


Teams of oxen ore used to haul the 
heavy wagons, and cows are driven by 
milkmen from door to door with their 
calves by their sides. 
Most of the 
calves have their muzzles tud in rags 
to prevent them from getting any milk 
before all the customers have been 
supplied. 
It is also a common thing 
to see a boy driving a flock of turkeys 
through the main streets, usually la 
the direction of the markets. 
In the 
corrals are usually many live animals 
that have been brought in from the 
country and left for sale—deer and 
wild pigs, with bristles like prosu-^ 
pines, predominating. 
' About the market place are kept the 
skins of huge snakes and wild animal?, 
for which fancy prices are asked if they 
are in reasonably good condition. The 
prettiest fur is that of the leopard— 
tigre they call it here. 
The tigre is 
very ferocious and is dreaded by all 
who have occasion to travel. 
The 
puma, which is dignified by the name 
of lion, is far less common, and about 
equally dangerous to meet. 


I fancy that the supply of dogs has 
always been large in Caracas, as the 
Cathedral here has an odd functionary 
called a perero, or dog boy. The oilico 
dogs bark to the colonial dogs, and the 
present occupant is an urchin with a 
black face, .very bright eyes and /a 
beautiful set of teeth. In the street he 
looks like any other little fellow who 
does not keep his face particularly 
clean, but in the Cathedral he is quite 
imposing in his Jong gown of dark pur- 
plish blue and his big white collar, He 
carries in his hand a stout whip, with 
a Jong, knotted lash, and ho walks 
about with all the pride of a recruit in 
the army carrying a gun for the fir^t 
time. 
He is quite expert, and loud 
yelps occasionally prove that his whifj 
hurts.

Tho Indian epic of "Hiawatha** took 
tho world by surprise» writes Hezeklah 
Bntterworth In an article "How Long- 
fellow Wrote His Best-Known Poems*' 
In Ladies' Home Joiirnm. Its form and 
its matter were for a long time Hiys- 
terles. 
How could a Cambridge liter- 
. ary recluse produce such an epic? Cer- 
tain critics claimed that the idea, fonn 
and magic treatment of the poem had 
been borrowed from a Scandinavian 
sflffe, and the implication greatly dis- 
turbed his publishers, and must have 
caused his sensitive spirit great pain. 
It partly eclipsed for a time the new 
r t a r l n the literary horizon on which ail 
< yes were fixed. The criticism was dis- 
armed; the wonder grew; a fixed star 
liad^appeared. But the mystery of the 
poem Is filmply solved. 
Longfellow 
desired to produce an epic that should 
be in sympathy with all that was most 
beautiful and noble In tho vanishing 
Indian race. Abraham Le Fort, an On- 
ondaga chieftain, had furnished School- 
craft, the historian, much Indian lore 
and many mystic traditions, with cer- 
tain Indian vocabularies, In which tho 
musical and unmusical sounds of many 
words indicated their meaning. 
These 
traditions and vocabularies made the 
work of the poet easy. One only needs 
to read Schoolcmft, to whom the poet 
acknowledged his Indebtedness, to see 
how this monument to the Indian race, 
their only great litera:^ memorial, was 
bullded.

\ A Great "Whistle. 


Warden Sage, of Sing Sing prison, 
Is having constructed an Immense and 
IXiwerful steam whistle to be used to 
alarm oflicers and citizens In case of an 
escape, an uprising in the prison or fire. 
It will also signal the beginning ot* 
work in the shops in the morning and 
the shutting down at night 
Tho whis- 
tle Is known as a FItts patent twelve- 
Inch three-barred steam gong, and is 
the largest in use. 
It is composed of 
three cylindrical bells or barrels plac- 
ed one above the other. These barrels 
are fastened to the steam conductor, 
which passes through them. The entire 
whistle is eight feet in height, and, 
contrary to ordinary whistles, the bar- 
rels or resonators are inverted. 
Each 
barrel has a different tone, thus produc- 
ing a blended sound, without ear-split- 
ting effects. It Is asserted that under 
favorable atmospheric conditions the 
whistle can be heard at a distance of 
thirty miles. Even under unfavorable 
circumstances the alarm should 
be 
heard seven to ten mile« away,

IMPRESSIONS FROM A CAR 
WINDOW. 


EDiTon iTteM:—Ou Monday morning 
<Juuc 28tb) wc took the 9:00 train of the 
W. M. at New Oxford and arrived at 
York at 10:35, at -which point we were 
met by Rev. Samuel A. Diehl and wife, 
of Westminster. 
This place we consid- 
ered the starting point of our trip to San 
Francisco, 


My first imprcs«;ion throucli the car 
Window between Now Oxford and Yoik 
was the ripening grain fields. Accord- 
ing to indications the grain crop will bo 
loxcellcnt. 
I noticed several liolds on 
shock• 


Wo left York at 10:30 for Harrisburg— 
the Capital of our great State. 
Having 
but 15 to 20 minutes hero, we have littlo 
time to note anything but an unusual 
bustle and confusion n and around the 
depot. 
We met at this point a number 
of persons en route to California, from 
York and Carlisle. 
At 12 our train pull- 
ed out of the station for Pittsburg—the 
City of Smoke and the iron incmstry. 
The prass, grain and corn crops west of 
Harnsburg arc about as fully developed, 
as far as yield and maturity are concern- 
ed, as arc the crops between New Oxford 
ttnd York. 


The Penn*a R. R. from Harrlsburg to 
Pittsburg passes through an almost un- 
broken stretch of mountain and valley 
scenery. Before reaching the coal region 
we find fertile valleys with clear, cooling 
streams com sing through thcni lying be- 
tween bold and rugged hills. 
These hills 
along which the Penn'a passes for miles, 
are a continuation of our own Blue Ridge. 


Our first stop out from Harrisburg was 
Huntingdon, with a population of 7,000 
oncrgetic, hustling citizens. 
At this 
place Rev. D. anil mvself had a two min- 
utes' walk on the platform. This little 
diversion was a relief we appreciated. 
While on the platform we counted the 
coaches in our train and the number to 
be 12, and all filled with "the darkness of 
midnight." 
Right here our train enter- 
ed a tunnel probably 300 yard^ loiig» 
leaving us in an impenetrable gloom. 
We however soon emerged out of dark- 
ness to light again, and our next stop 
was Tyrone—a small city nestling among 
the foothills of the apparently never end- 
ing Blue Ridge, containing a population 
of 6,000. A half-hour's run brouglit us 
to Altoona. Here we had a rest pi five 
minutes. 
This city is made up of 45,000 
active, industrious citizens, many of 
whom arc engaged in manufacturing eh« 
terprises. Looking out in any direction 
from the station our visions woiUd en-

From Chicago to Qenver^ 


LETTEK ir. 


The first to be noticed by us on ap* 
proaching the great city of Chicago wore 
the many hundreds of stationed oil tanks 
to supply the city. 
These tanks, on ac- 
count of the disagreeable odor and the 
danger of fire, are not allowed in the city 
limits. 
In the same view came Lake 
Michigan with its forest of masts along 
the harbor. 
Just before cntorinff the 
city proper the grounds upon which the 
World*s Fair buildings were located 
came into view. 
At first we saw but 
straggling, delapidated houses, with hero 
and there a business place; then more 
business, and finally all business, and by 
the tinio we rcach Union Station we fully 
realize Avhat have often been told—that 
Chicago is a large and busy city. 
We 
spent four hours sight seeing—part of 
the time on street cars riding through a 
number of the principal business streets, 
and finished up with a visit to Lincoln 
Park. 


Our train, made up of 12 or 15 coaches, 
left for Denver at 5.50 p. m. 
I awoke 
at 4 o'clock Wednesday morning and 
found that wc were passing through the 
central portion of Iowa (east to west). 
This part of the State is heavy rolling 
land with corn, grain and grass crops 
not to be compared to the crops between 
New Oxford and Harrisburg. 
We pass- 
ed through hundreds of acres of unprofit- 
able land, but made up for it before leav- 
ing the State. Iowa certainly has some 
fine farming land in the western part, 
farm buildings however are not only in- 
ferior but few and far between. 


We crossed the Mississippi river about 
2 o'clock on Tuesday night and arrived 
in Omaha Wednesaay morning at 9 o'- 
clock. 
Here wc stopped probably half 
an hour, when, with our train divided 
into two sections we started on our way 
westward to Denver. 


Any of my readers who may know 
what kind of land and farming they have 
and do in Lancaster and York counties, 
can form an opinion as to production 
and skill manifested in Nebraska. 
It 
was decidedly the finest farming country 
wc passed throui^h west of York county's 
best lamls. 
For miles on either side of 
our fiist-inoving train licld after field

heavy volumes of dense black smoke--an 
index to the kind and magnitude pf busi- 
ness carried on in the city. 


The distance from Altoona to" Pitts- 
burg is 117 miles. Our train* on arriving 
at Altoona was changed from a single to 
a double header in order to sucocssfully 
cope with the heavy grades encountered 
during our passage over the mountains. 
A run of 15 minutes brought us to the 
famous horse shoe curve. The enclosure 
of the bend is utilized as abasin in which 
millions of gallons of pure, limpid moun- 
tain water is stored to supply Altoona. 
To describe the grandeur of the scenery 
at this point would require too much 
space in your valuable paper—I will con- 
tent myself by saying that it is worth go- 
ing to see. 
Galhtzen and Cresson were 
the next stopping places—small towns, 
probably the size of New Oxford and 
llanover.* Between these two towns is a 
tunnel of two minutes' ride. 
South 
Fork was the next stop, after which came 
Johnstown—the place that will go down 
in history to the end. No traces of the 
flood are jioticeable to-day—new houses 
have taken the place of those washed 
down the valley and afterward burned, 
and new faces and forms fill the homes 
and streets of Johnstown bi ought to life. 
The once dismantled and washed out 
Cambria Iron Works are grim and black 
with the smoke of its active industry. 


Johnstown is its wonted self again, 
except the heartaches of the many who 
lost their all in the most memorable and 
appalling catastrophe of modern times. 


Latrobe with its coke furnaces—sonic 
idle, others in full blast—was the next 
stopping place of any note. 
This town 
is somewhat scattered and contains, as 
near ae I could judge, three or four 
thousand inhabitants. 
A few miles fur- 
ther on wo passed through another tun- 
nel. 


Greensburg, 31 miles east of Pittsburg, 
is built on many hills, with a population 
of about 10,000, was our next hold up, 
and Jeauette, about the size of Hanover, 
was the next to follow. 
We passed 
Wilberzin, an apparently thriving town 
with some handsome and subatantial 
buildings, and from this place we had a 
regular panorama of furnace plants with 
their smoky villages and towns of om- 
ply^ees, clean into the great Iron City. 


To say that wo here met energy, push, 
enterprise and hustle would be putting 
it mildly. 
It was confusion utterly con- 
fouuded. 
Such a rush and jostling of 
eager and anxious people—most of them 
toiu'ists to California and other poiuts 
west—I never saw before. 
I have seen 
a great deal of hurry and snap about the 
great stations of New York, Philadel- 
phia and other railroad centers, but nev- 
er anything to equal the confusion I wit 
uesscd at Pittsburg on the cvcnmg of 
June 5iHlh. 


We left the city at 8 o'clock p. m., and 
got to Chicago at D o'clock next morniug 
(western time). The greater portion of 
our trip to this point was passed over 
during the night; we were, however, 
iiwake to see the homo of President Mo- 
Kinley by gaslight. 
The train made a 


short stop here. 
We passed through 
Warsaw, Ind , this morning (^iith) at 0 
o'clock. E. F. Diehl, our brotheri-in-Iaw, 
lives but a few miles from this the coun- 
ty seat of Kosciusko county.

^rom*Bitmbburg on our trip webtward.

and wide corn cribs filled to overflowing 
with last year's crop. 
Usually three or 
four of these monster cribs were to be 
found at nearly all the stations. 
Our 
first stopping place of note out of Omaha 
was Lincoln the Capital of the State, and 
the home of Wm. J . Bryan. 


The only thing to mar the pleasure of 
our trip while passing through the great 
corn State of Nebraska and which caus- 
ed our section a delay of five hours at 
Akron, was the running of the front sec- 
tion of our train into a stock train in ad- 
vance of it. Considerable damage was 
done the engine and three stock cars and 
the engineer was badly hurt. 
A more 
serious wreck occurred on the N. W. 
last night also. Three persons were kill- 
ed and a few wounded. 
From all ac- 
counts the passenger traffic between Den- 
ver and the coast will tax the different 
railroads centering in San Francisco to 
their utmost capacity, particularly the 
Hio Grande, the route we have selected. 


Our train left Akron station at 9.30, 
and a five minutes' ride brought us to the 
wreck. 
Such accidents are as a rule 
magnified, but in this case it was more 
serious than reported. The engine and 
four of the stock cars were lying on the 
side of the track completely wrecked. 
Among the wreckage were at least 20 
dead cows and 8 or 10 dead horses. 
I 
have just learned of another accident in 
Indiana happening to a tourist train 
bound for the pacific coast, and hope it 
will be the last to reach our ears. 


The sight that meets the eyes of the 
tourist from the moment he enters Colo- 
rado until he arrives at Denver is one 
everlasting stretch of prairie grazing 
land, occupied by ranchman. 
The small 
shanties or more properly speaking, *'dug 
outb," can be seen here and there dotting 
this vast expanse of prairie. The graz- 
ing country continues westward for 20 
or ao miles, or until wo arrive to and en- 
ter the irrigation lands. 
Here we find 
them harvesting three crops of hay each 
season, borne wheat and barley are also 
grown here. This belt runs for probably 
ten miles and then we strike a stretch of 
prau'ie given over entirely to the prarie 
dog and cactus. Thus the country ap- 
pears until wo enter Denver. 
We arriv- 
ncro at noon—just five hours behind 
time. 
In my next I shall write of this 
Mountain City and points of interest sur 
rounding it. Up to this point we have 
traveled about 1800 miles.

The third bull trotted in -with the 
majestic air of a lion, bis tail swung to 
one side.

The troupes ride from

A troupe of Si)auish bullfight- 
ers once came to Mexico and received 
$180,000 for eighteen e.xhibitions. 
Bull 
fighting is a scientific sport and not a 
hit-and-miss game. 
It 
is also very 
dangerous Avork. 
At Duj'ango, on the 
aftej'uoon the writer saw the fight iu 
theOityof Mexico, four performers lost 
their lives, twoof them being killed by 
the same bull. 
At another fight the 
same day a l>ull tossed a man thirty 
feet iu the air, killing him instantly. 
Such accidents are wildly clieered by 
the crowd, and the bull gets credit for 
taking the opportunity,—isew
